In  issuing  this  modest  little  circu- 
lar, we  aim  to  save  the  cost  of  an 
expensive  catalog  and  give  our  cus- 
tomers the  benefit  by  selling  plants 
at  a lower  cost. 

In  describing  the  varieties  we 
grow  we  endeavox1  to  give  a fair  and 
honest  description.  We  do  not  fol- 
low the  practice  of  some  nurserymen 
of  booming  in  exagerated  terms  some 
so-called  new  variety  and  sell- 
ing the  plants  at  a big  price,  only  to 
be  a disappointment  to  the  purchaser. 
Often  these  are  some  old  variety 
with  a new  name,  or  if  something 
new  it  is  no  better,  or  even  as  good 
as  the  old  standard  sorts.  All  orders 
are  filled  with  fresh  dug  plants. 

These  are  not  grown  in  sand,  but 
in  strong,  heavy,  loamy  soil  where 
they  develop  into  strong  welbrooted 
plants.  We  have  received  many 
compliments  regarding  the  size  and 
vigor  of  our  plants. 

We  take  extra  care  to  have  our 
plants  true  to  name,  but  in  case  any 
should  prove  otherwise,  we  will  not 
be  responsible  for  more  than  the 
amount  paid  us  for  the  same. 

Complaints  regarding  shortage,  etc. 
must  be  made  immediately  after  ar- 
rival of  plants.  If  the  fault  is  ours 
we  will  make  it  good. 

Varieties  marked  (Imp)  have  pis- 
tillate blossoms,  and  will  not  fruit 


unless  planted  near  some  varieties 
having  perfect  blossoms,  but  wihen 
so  planted  are,  as  a rule,  the  best 
yielders. 

Cash  must  accompany  all  orders 
unless  other  terms  are  made. 

If  your  order  consists  of  several 
varieties,  use  care  in  unpacking  to 
prevent  the  mixture  of  varieties.  You 
will  usually  find  strips  of  heavy 
paper  between  tlhe  different  varieties, 
with  wooden  tags  in  a fiew  bunches 
of  each  variety. 

Every  order  is  promptly  acknowl- 
edged by  card.  One  and  two  cent, 
stamps  are  taken  for  orders  for  less 
than  one  dollar.  IF  OF  ONE  VARI- 
ETY, fifty  at  hundred,  and  five  hun- 
dred at  thousand  rates. 

We  shall  do  our  best  to  serve  and 
please  you  and  endeavor  to  ship  your 
plants  as  near  the  date  you  want 
them  as  possible.  But,  if  they  do  not 
reach  you  at  just  that  time,  please 
remember  that  tlhe  shipping  season 
is  short  and  that  many  others  are 
waiting  for  their  plants  at  the  same 
time.

is  over  with  and  always  commands 
good  prices.  It  will  not  do  well  un- 
der neglect  and  does  not  make  a 
great  numiher  of  plants  but  what 
there  are  are  strong  and  stocky.  This 
accounts  for  the  higher  price  of  the 
plants  and  also  why  many  nursery- 
men do  not  list  it.  If  you  take  good 
care  of  Chesapeakes  they  will  not 
disappoint  you. 

Cooper.  This  is  one  of  the  new 
varieties  for  which  its  introducers 
have  made  great  claims,  but  with  us 
it’s  not  above  ordinary.  The  'berry  is 
very  large  and  sweet  but  has  a short 
season.  Plants  are  large  and  up- 
right. 

Corsican.  A la  ge,  sweet,  well  fla- 
vored, and  productive  berry.  Very 
popular  in  this  section  as  a garden 
variety. 

Charles  I.  This  is  a very  promis- 
ing new  early  berry.  Is  very  pro- 
ductive, large,  regular  in  form,  of 
good  color  and  quality.  Long  season 
and  retains  size  well  to  the  last. 

Early  Ozark.  In  some  sections  it 
is  one  of  the  early  favorites  but  we 
prefer  Charles  I.  or  Premier.  Berries 
are  medium  size,  dark  red  and  fair 
quality. 

Gandy.  The  standard  late  berry 
all  orer  the  country.
